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A Nation of Bond-Holders 


Incomplete returns last week showed 
that individual subscribers for Seventh 
Victory Loan bonds numbered 2,996,22 
The 3,000,000 mark will probably be 
passed when all returns are in, 

Not all buyers keep their bonds as. a 
“backlog” against post-war contingencies. 
The majority of buyers are “repeaters,” 
subscribing for bonds of every issue that is 
offered. Making allowance for these cases 
it may be assumed that 4,000,000 or more 
Canadians now hold and will continue to 
hold bonds of one or other of the war is- 
sues, 

In addition bonds bought by business 
corporations are bought on behalf of the 
multitude of individuals who make up these 
companies and are permanent assets of 
those individuals, no less because they are 
bought jointly 

The population of the Dominion is not 
more than 12,000,000. Children and other 
non-earners make up at least half the total 
Of the adult population engaged in gainful 
employ, it is altogether probable that two in 
every three, if not a higher proportion, are 
owners or part-owners of war bonds, which 
they are keeping as stored-up purchasing 
power or future investment capital. 

Credit the late and unlamented depres- 
sion with one thing. It taught Canadians to 
build financial safeguards for themselves

General Taxation Survey 


The decision of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to appoint a royal commission to in- 
vestigate the taxation of co-operative en- 
terprises is a wise one. The only trouble 
is that the investigation is too restricted. 

The taxation problems of this country 
extend much further than those which have 
to do with co-operatives and the need for a 
general and immediate overhaul of our tax- 
ation machinery is surely obvious. There is 
every reason, therefore, why the Govern- 
ment Should broaden the scope of the forth- 
coming royal commission to include the 
whole field of taxes, 

Two main problems would face a com- 
mission charged with broader powers of 
enquiry. First, it would have to consider 
taxes in relation to our federal budget and 
to the functioning economy of the nation, 
Secondly, it would have to consider the ob- 
vious abuses of the existing system and 
seek to remedy them. 

Under the first head would appear the 
necessity for realizing the fact that busi- 
ness cannot function adequately in peace- 
time under its present load of taxation. 
The reduction of corporation taxes is need- 
ed to stimulate the expansion of industry 
and thus ensure employment for our people. 

The second phase of the taxation prob- 
lem would have to do with four major in- 
justices and many subsidiary ones, The 
four major faults are: 

1. The lack of a system of appeals 
against arbitrary decisions of tax officials, 
Both Britain and the United States main- 
tain quick and easy systems of appeal. In 
Canada, however, the Government com- 
pels citizens to pay interest on underpay- 
ments of taxes, but allows the taxpayer no 
interest if he overpays. 

2. There is a gross inequity in the double 
taxation of all money earned by a corpora- 
tion—once through the corporation and 
excess profits tax, and again through the 
personal income tax. The small share- 
holder is taxed at the same rate through 
corporation taxes, as the millionaire, 

3. The levying of income taxes on an- 
nuities, which means the taxation of cap- 
ital. No other capital is taxed. 

4. Our collecting machinery has failed to 
support the load of business caused by our 
almost universal income tax, This pres- 
sure could and should be relieved by abol- 
ishing the tax on small incomes. 

There are other taxation injustices, 
These, at least, should be brought under 
review by the new royal commission.

ing out more ammunition than there is any 
likelihood the gunners can fire away: for 
only a probable surplus can guarantee that 
there will be enough. 

There is no occasion, however, for emo- 
tional people to conjure up visions of our 
artillerymen standing beside useless guns 
and the whole Allied offensive being 
brought to a halt for lack of shells.

Swedish warships are now escorting 
Swedish merchant ships carrying freight 


to Finland, Berlin having announced that | 


non-German vessels sailing in the Baltic 
are to be sunk without warning 

Sweden is thus in the half-way position 
between peace and war. It is on diplomatic 
terms with Germany, but its warships are 
gunning for Nazi submarines. That is the 
position which the United States was in 
while its destroyers were guarding convoys 
en route to Britain but Washington had not 
yet declared war against the Axis. 

Swedish shipments to Finland are likely 
enough destined eventually to Russia, if 
these include iron or other war supplies. As 
a neutral state Sweden is as fully entitled 
to ship munitions or munitions-materials to 
an Allied country as it formerly was to ship 
such things to Germany. The Allies did 
not try to negative that right by sinking 
Swedish earriers without warning, which 
Berlin says its submarines will do—and 
which they undoubtedly will do if chance 
offers. 

The half-way position is at best con- 
ditional, and in the circumstances tem- 
porary. When a Swedish cruiser detects a 
Nazi submarine snooping around a convoy 

the two countries will be at war from 
that moment with or without proclama- 
tion.

Behind U. S. Aviation Policy | 


American Companies 


Not Present a Untied 


Front 
By B. T. RICHARDSON. 


CHICAGO: One of the bitterest | 


struggles within United States in- 


dustry and politics is the struggle | 


over aviation rights, which will 
determine the course of United 
States policy in international avia- 
tion. The Chicago international 
civil aviation gonfe rence, held under 
the shadow Of that struggle, has 
found how important the internal 
conflicts of interest may become 
to American forelgn policy, and 
how weak American forgeign policy 
can be unless its leaders possess 
the unified agreement of aviation 
interests behind it. 

The American delegation, led by 
Adolph A. Befle, Jr, assistant 
under-secretary at state, has not 
had the advantage of a clear-cut 
definition of American policy. The 
policy laid down by Mr. Berle in 
his opening speech at the confer- 


ence held out no hope of reaching | 


agreement upon an international 
regulatory organization. In effect 
it meant; “Let us agree to bring 
technical standards up to date, and 
consult on them in the future.” To 
delegations which had drafted 
plans on the basis of past experi- 
ence and the hope of eliminating 
the evils of unbridled competition, 
this policy proved disappointing. 
The main reason given by the 
American delegation for its policy 
has had two features, In the first 
place, it is contended that restric- 
tions upon international aviation 
would stifle and frustrate the 
growth of aviation. Mr. Berle spoke 


of “arbitrary power” that might be 
exercised by an_ international 
authority. It might, he suggested, 


deny a country access to the air, 
discriminating between countries, 
This thesis finds fuller develop- 
ment in a recent Brooking Institu- 
tion publication: “Civil Aviation 
and Peace 
quotas, restraints, limitations and 
prevention of air traffic will mean 
obstacles to full employment and 
an expanding world economy. 
Therefore, the argument runs, let 
us have no restrictions at all.

This viewpoint draws a sharp line 
of distinction between rules of air 
navigation, which most countries 
hope to standardize simply because 
that means more safety and effi- 
ciency in flying, and rulés of air 
traffic business. Its weakness was 
apparent, for aviation will never be 
simply a matter of flying safely 
from one great airport to the next, 
but also a matter of getting a share 
of the business and fulfilling the 
needs of commerce.

Official circles in Washington 
have disclosed equally conflicting 
viewpoints. Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull is claimed as an op- 
ponent of monopoly through a 
chosen instrument, The heads of 
the army and navy are also claimed 
as supporters of competition among 
several lines. Yet Vice-President 
Henry Wallace went so far as to 
advocate international ownership 
of international airways. 

That no clear picture of Ameri- 
can aviation policy for interna- 
tional services exists at present 
has been one of the important facts 
of the Chicago conference. Advo- 
cates of open competition have al- 
lowed themselves such excesses as 
the claim that British policy means 
cartelization of international air 
The confusion that regula- 
tion means restriction has ob- 
scured in American discussion the 
reality that failure to devise prin- 
ciples governing world air traffic 
will not mean general expansion 
of that traffic. It will mean rather 
that the world reverts to its pre- 
war position in which each nation 
deals only with each other nation 
and national barriers will return 
and grow again. 

This will stifle world aviation and 
it will stifle American aviation.

Within each broad classification 
of black, green and oolong there 
are numerous varieties, depending 
}on the environment of the growing 

plant. Soil, climate and altitude 

(the higher the better) all have 
their effect on the fine flavor 

Generally speaking, the blacks 
are full-bodied and characterful, as 
contrasted with the greens, which 

fanciers say are “light and astring- 
ent,” and the oolongs, which are 
somewhere in between. 

“Orange pekoe is my favorite 
variety,” is an oft-uttered mis-state- 
ment, for, as anybody in the know 
will tell you, the term refers to the 
size of the leaf and not the kind of 
tea, 

For tenderness’ sake only the first 
four leaves of the plant are picked, 
| and these are graded as to size. The 
tip leaf is called broken or flowery 
orange pekoe, (pronounced peck-o 
not peek-o), and the next three 
orange pekoe, pekoe and souchong. 

Often black teas from different 
gardens are blended and sold under 
trade-names and it is to these mix- 
tures that “orange pekoe” has come 
to be applied.

Origin Unknown 


The real origin of tea will pro- 
bably not be discovered until more 
is known about the ancient history 
of China, The year 2737 B.C. ia 
given as the date of the first ap- 
pearance ef the heaven-sent herb. 

It was a dreamy-eyed gentleman 
from Holland, whose very name has 
been forgotten, who introduced tea 
to England, Having lived long in 
the Orient, he was accustomed to 
using tea, and when he visited 
Englaiid he carried the peculiar 
little leaf along with him. He added 
it to hot water with a little sugar, 
but it didn’t “go over.” Yet it is a 
commentary on human nature that 
a few curious persons did taste, 
and were immediately converted. 

Surely nothing can be more ro- 
mantic than those beautiful vessels 
with their enchanting names and 
fleet gracefulness. It was in 1866 
that a famous race was run, Nine 
ships sailed at the same time, three 
crossing the company’s bar at once, 
Those same three docked at separ- 
ate docks in London within two 
hours of each other, making the 
16,000-miles’ trip from China around 
the Cape in the unheard-of-time 
of 99 days. 

Coming to the romantic role tea 
has played in Canada’s early his- 
tory, there is this: Canadian con- 
signments of tea in 1815 to York 
Factory the British post on Hud- 
son's Bay, were delivered by “tea 
wagons” of the East India Com- 
pany, which then plied between 
Canton and Montreal 

When Great Britain opened her 
markets to free trade, there was 
great consternation for the Yankee 
clippers made a bid for the tea 
trade, Two of their fastest ships 
were the Lightning and the Flying 
Cloud, names which can compare 
favorably with those other ships, 
But Canada responded to the chal- 
lenge, and the Marco Polo and the 
Star of the East slid down the ways, 

And closer home, the first cargo 
to travel east by rail was in 1886, 
when a cargo of over 17,090 chests 
of tea brought from the Orient by 
the little barque, W. B. Flint, crossed 
from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic coast.

hearty appetite for the next meal, 

Every mother of a healthy | 
child comes to recognize that he 
has temporary periods of appe- 
titelessness no matter how well 
fed he may have been. There are 
times when the baby doesn’t 
want every drop of his formula, 
when the older child cannot fin- 
ish his vegetable. 

Don't make these times for pun-! 
ishment, coaxing or forcing. Rec 
ognize them as temporary and let 
nature overcome them in its own 
way. One or two meals which are 
spurned will be matched by future 
meals which are eaten ravenously,. 

Every mother has to adopt a 
sensible attitude toward feeding. 
She should provide the right 
food, serve it appetizingly, keep 
the mealtimes pleasant and then 
let the child do the rest. He or 
she will eat if not forced to eat 
when food is distasteful.

THE GRACEFUL WAY TO CARVE 


left (depending on whether the carver 
is right or left-handed), the carver 
turns the turkey on its side so the 
back is toward him. Then he removes 
the drumstick by grasping the outer 
end and pulling gently while the 
knife cuts through the joint, sepa- 
rating it from the thigh.

Then the carver places the drumstick 
on a side plate, holding it upright, 
and slices its meat off, carving paral- 
Jel with the bone. Next, he cuts thin 
slices from the thigh, continuin, 
until the thigh bone itself is exposed. 
Then he loosens the meat on each 
side of the thigh bone with tip of his 
knife, and removes the bone with 
tines of fork. Remaining thigh meat 
is sliced off while still attached to the 
bird. — " 


Slicing breast meet with the grain, the 
carver takes lengthwise slices from 
the breast and wing until wing-to- 
body joint is exposed. Fork is estab- 
lished in wing, and wing is unjointed 
from body with knife. Thin length- 
wise slices are removed until all 
while meat has been carved from 
this side of the bird. (All meat, of 
course, is placed on the side dish as 
it 16 cut.)

Te get at the dressing, the thin skin un- 
der the thigh is slit with tip of 
the knife, making an opening large 
enough to allow entrance of serving 
spoon. “Getting at” the dreasing is 
much simplied by this method.

A. B. Matthews, 35, Toronto 
and Ottawa, veteran of Sicily and 
Italy and recently commander of 
a Canadian Corps Artillery, be 
comes an acting major-general, He 
is the son of Hon. Albert Matthews 
lieutenant-governor of Ontario. 


MEANING UNKNOWN 

There was no indication as to the 
meaning of the promotion of Gen 
Foulkes and Gen, Matthews A 
lieutenant-general’s rank usually 
goes to a corps commander while a 
major-general’s rank goes to a 
divisional commander 

Lt.-Gen,. Guy Simonds of King- 
ston, Ont., has been commander of 
the 2nd Canadian Corps attached to 
the 1 Canadian Army while Lt.-
